ARE IN PRISON 


ll. S. Moves to Block Any Pos­ 
sible Attempt at a 
Future Parole. 


Los Angeles, May 17 (A P)—Three 
kidnappers of William F. Gettle, oil 
millionaire, went to 
San 
Quentin 
prison Wednesday night -to stay if 
authorities have their way 
while 
police hunted still another .suspect 
in the $60,000 ransom game 
that 
failed. 
The 
law 
worked 
at 
breakneck 
speed all day to put the snatchers j 
away for life and encountered but j 
one obstacle 
the trio's not guilty j 
plea to a quickly returned federal j 
indictment designed to prevent their I 
parole from the state prison. 
Kidnappers In Court 
Heavily armed police went out on 
a mysterious mission, evidently in 
an effort to pick up the fourth sus­ 
pect. as the confessed kidnappers— 
James Kirk, 
Larry Keriigan and 
Roy Williams—were 
brought 
into 1 
federal court. Officers later reported j 
the fourth suspect had not been lo- ; 
rated, but still was being hunted j 
They did not go into details about ; 
the fourth man. 
The two women companions of the j 
kidnappers, Juan Burke and Loretta ; 
Woody, also were indicted on the 
federal charge—conspiracy 
to 
use j 
the 
malls to extort and likewise 
pleaded not guilty. 
Bond for each 
was set at $50,000 and arrangements 
were made to return the men here 
from San Quentin May 29 to face 
trial. 
Under the state law. the three or- 
i din artly would bo eligible to parole 
after three and a half years in pris- 
; on, but where a federal conviction 
remains against a prisoner, the state 
does not permit parole. 
Kirk. Kerrigan and Williams were 
whisked out of the federal court­ 
room onto a north-bound train that 
reached San Francisco this morning. 
The prisoners were in the custody 
of seven officers and were shackled 
, to seats. 
District Attorney Buren Flits or­ 
dered the filing of state kidnapping 
complaints against the two women. 
Praise came to the authorities for 
j their quick clean-up of the snatch­ 
ers. 
Homer S. Cummings, attorney- 
general, wired: 
I ani gratified that the officials 
of this department assisted in some 
measure, but I fully realize the suc- 
j cessful outcome was primarily the 
result of the .splendid work of local 
authorities.”
